GEN. LAFAVETTE. 

The Savannah papers contain delightful ac- 
counts of the reception which the good La- 
raverre met with in that patriotic city, where 
he arrived on Saturday, the 19th ult. accom. 
panied by the Governor of the state of South 
Carolina, his Military Aids, and other distin- 
guished gentlemen. tle was reecived at the 
landing place by the Mayor, and on reaching 
the Bluff, was welcomed by Governor Tuorr. 
It has been utterly impossible for us to find 
room for the many pertinent and touching 
addresses and answers which have passed be- 
tween the General und the constituted autho- 
nities tothe South; but there is something so 
peculiar and characteristic in the address of 
fhovernor Trove on this occasion, and it is so 
brief, that we make it an exception, It was 
in the following words: 

“Genxuat: °Tis Tittle more than ninety 
years since the founder of this state first set 
feot upon the bank on which youstand. Now, 
four hundred thousand people open theirarms 
toreceive you. ‘thanks to a kind Providence, 
it called you to the -tandard of Liberty ip the 
hopelessness of our early Revolution—it has 
preserved you, that, in your litter day, the 
glory of a great empire might be reflected 
bac k upon you, amid the aeclamations of mil- 
lions. The seenes which are to come will be 
for you, comparatively tranquil and placid— 
there will be no more of duageons—no more 
of frowns of tyrants. Oh Sir! what a conso 
lation fora man who has passed through such 
seas of troubles, that the millions of bavonets, 
which gnard the blessings we enjoy, will stand 
between you and them. But enough. Wel- 
come, General—Welcome, thrice weleome— 
to the state of Georyia.” 

There was a gallant military array on the oc- 
easion, in whieh many appeared in the ranks 
who had thought never again to wear the sol- 
dicr’s garb. ‘There was a reception by the 
municipal authority, a great public dinner, an 
BIT Miaation, an address ofthe French citizens, 
a levee in the eve ning, a visit by the officers, 
an att ndance of church on Sunday, a great 
dimer by the Governor. On Monday the 
General was to lay the corner stone of the 
Monuments about to be erceted to the memory 
of Generals Gueenr and PucasKs, and to leave 
Savannah on the same cvening at 5 o’eluck, 
not being able, from his enragements, to stay 
'o a splendid tall to take place that eve ning, 
in honor of his visit.
